Clock With Atom Used As 
Pendulum ‘Will Error Only 
One Second Every 300 Years 


WASHINGTON. — An’ atomic 
clock,. the cea of which is 
limited only by the.ability,. of 
man-made instruments ‘to read 
it, wes unveiled by the National 
Bureau of Standards. 


For many years it has been known 
that certain of the gyrations of 
atomic particles are more regular 
than’the stars ard >that ‘their regu- 
larity will continue as long as mat- 
ter exists. Now these gyrations 
have been harnessed for the practi- 
cal purpose of telling time. 

By using the atom as the pendu- 
lum of the new clock, the bureau 
hopes to develop equipment so sensi- 
tive that the maximum possible er- 
ror will be one second every 300 
years, The atomic. clock displayed 
for the first time, falls short of this 
goal. Its precision is still formidable 
however, ‘with an accuracy of one 
part .in 20,000,000. 

Such accuracies in time-keeping 
are of inestimable value to modern 
science and technology, which are, 
dealing more and more with terrific 
velocities, Bureau officials. see the 
atomic clock, for example, as a great 
aid in astronomy, where an error of 
a split second may mean an error of 
hundreds of thousands of miles in a 
computation.

The twenty-four-hour period is then 
sub-divided into hours, minutes and 
seconds by mechanical or electrical

U.S. Research Experts Seek To

Prairie Crime 
Rate Increases 
Saskatchewan Down 


OTTAWA. _The » ugly tentacles of 
crime reached out and embraced 
more people on the prairies in 1947- 


48 than in the preceding year. But 
while the number of cases that ‘tame: 


to the attention of the courts in 
Manitoba. and Alberta’ was higher, 
Saskatchewan enjoyed a substantial 
drop. 

Crime was more rampant in Al- 
berta, according to a breakcown by 
the R.C.M.P., with the courts han- 
dling 14,347 cases. Of these, 6872 
were dealt with under the criminal 
code, 6 218 under provincial and 1,257 
under federal statutes. 


The total in 1946-47 was 14,295 
cases—6,836 under the criminal code, 
5,645 under provincial and 1,815 un- 
der federal statutes. 


Manitoba’s crime total was 9,562 
cases, compared with 9,314 in the 
previous year. Of this number, 3,307 
were under the criminal code (3,243 
in 1946-47); 5,034 under provincial 
statutes (4,669 in 1946-47 and 1,221 
under federal statutes (1,402 in 
1946-47). 

A drop of nearly 800 cases was 
recorded in Saskatchewan—from 12,- 
216 in 1946-47 to 11,449 in 1947-48. 

Cases handled under the criminal 
code totalled 4,966, with 5.401 dealt 
with under provincial and 1,082 un- 
der federal statutes. -The compara- 
tive figures for the preceding year 
are 5,114 under. the. criminal code, 
5,081. under provincial: and 1,301 un- 
der federal statutes, .. 

The increase in cases under. pro- 
vincial statutes is largely attributed 
to the gregter number of cars now 
appearing on highways. The drop in 
cases under federal statutes is main- 
ly due to the removal of many war- 
time controls in 1947, operative un- 
der the wartime prices and trade 
board. A jump in number of cases 
of assault and thefts is why there 
have been more charges laid under 
the criminal code.

The new methods are a departure 
from the conventional Bergius pro- 
cess utilized extensively by the Ger- 
mans. In the Bergius method, coal 
dust is mixed with oil to form a 
paste, which then i8 treated with hot 
hydrogen under a pressure of more 
than .2,000 pounds .per square inch. 

Storch’s staff is seeking better re- 
sults by using moderate pressure and 
relatively high temperatures. It re- 
sults.in.a substantial amount of the 
coal being turned into eoke. which 
can be recovered and burned to pro- 
duce*heat for the process. 


“The cost of compressing hydrogen 
constitutes about. 50 per cent. of the 
cost of. liquid fuels prepared by hy- 
drogenation of coal,” Dr. Storch said. 

“Another large fraction of the cost 
comprises capital charges on invest- 
‘ment and maintenance of equipment. 
Our program of process development 
is centred about reduction of. these 
two large. items.” 


He reported that the éxperiments 
have shown it is possible to replace 
pure hydrogen with comparatively 
inexpensive water gas, or the gase- 
ous by-products of the hydrogenation 
process. 

An entirely different process, in 
which the coal is dissolved before 
treatment with hydrogen, also is un- 
der pi bass an he said.

Flax Seed Is: 
Hard To Clean 


Flax is a most difficult grain to 
clean. This is because it is about 
the same size, and sometimes of 
similar_shape to many of the weed 
seeds found in the grain. For this 
reason, when using fanning mills or 
other sieve or screen type machines, 
great care must be given to selecting 
the right kind and size of screens 
and sieves and.to.a reduction in the 
speed of cleaning. Another compli- 
cation is that different. varieties vary 
as to size of seed, and even in the 
same variety, size may. vary from 
season .to season. This means that 
the selection of the right kinds of 
sieves: to. be used can usually be de- 
termined accurately only by trial. 

There are various kinds of fanning 
mills. and seed. cleaners . available, 
each having different features and 
adjustments, so specific recommenda- 
tions cannot be made. However, the 
following may. help in the selections 
and positions of screens, ‘and ‘in the 
adjustment of the amount ‘of shake. 
and control of the wind: blast. 

In most cases on the farm, it will 
be necessary to put the. flax seed 
through the mill at least twice at‘a 
slow rate in order to obtain satis- 
factory results,’ 

For ‘the first’ cleaning, ‘the’ top 
screen should act as ‘a rough s¢calp- 
ing sieve. For this purpose; a)7/64 
round hole metal sieve should be 
suitable for both large and small 
seeded varieties.’ A‘'5/64 round. hole 
metal sieve can be used in this op- 
eration in the bottom, 

In the second cleaning. 4/64.x % 
éblong hole metal screen-should be 
quite suitable for the top with/a #/12 
oblong metal or a 13 x 13 square 
-wire screen in: the ‘bottom for large 
seeded varietieS like Royal, and a. 
1/14 oblong metal or 14 x 14 square 
wire screen for small seeded varieties 
like Redwing. ; 

In machines..where, the len of

Prairies Need 


Good Spring — 


Rains For Crop 

WINNIPEG. — Early good spring 
rains will have to fall on the prairie 
wheat lands if an average crop is 
to be harvested this season. 

Moisture reserves, estimated last 
fall at only 64 per cent. of normal 
for stubble and summer fallow land 
combined are at a low level, and will 
only be made up by better. than ay- 
erage rains. a 

According to an estimate publish- 
ed by the Searle. grain company 
summer fallow reserves average 87 
per cent. of normal for the prairies; 
stubble moisture only amounts to 41 
per cent. 


In the United States the picture 


is different. Most unofficial agencies 
report favorable conditions over most 
the winter wheat belt, and the Unit- 
ed States agriculture departmentis 
bureau. of agricultural. economics 
state that there has been very little 
winter kill. 4

THE UNSETTLED CONDITIONS which prevail in the world today 
have caused many people to forget that in spite of wars and periods of 
economic adversity notable progress in matters which are of great impor- 
tance to the welfare of humanity has been made during the past thirty 
years. In most countries, during that time, definite advances have been 
made in the field of social legislation and in spite of disruptions caused by 
great national and international crisis, the welfare of the average citizen 
has become a matter of incféasing importance to many govérnments,._Dur- 
ing that time, too, a number of great social injustices have been righted.

In Canada, conceptions of social welfare have chang- 
New Welfare - ea eonsiderably in the last thirty years. Before the 
First Great War, workmen’s compensation measures 
Laws Passed had been introduced, as well as legislation for un- 
employment insurance, During that war, the first provisions for mothers’ 
allowances were made, to be followed in the 1920’s by laws providing for 
old age pensions, and for pensions for the blind. Great advancement has 
been made in this period, too, in the important matter of child care. Dur- 
ing the years of drought on the Prairies, when many farmers had their in- 
comes cut off because of that disaster, relief was provided. There have 
also been the measures passed for the welfare and re-establishment of 
veterans of both wars, and more recently, the trend toward continued social 
legislation has been evident in the introduction of family allowances and 
increased expenditures for public health.

Manitoba Plans 
Record. Road 
Building Program. 

WINNIPEG.—A record road build- 
ing program to cost an estimated 
$7,175,000, is planned for Manitoba 
in 1949,- 

The cost will be met by drawing 


$2 millions from current revenues, 
the balance out of capital account. 


Biggest item is the ,expenditure 
on the Winnipeg-Emerson highway 
which brings into Manitoba the ma- 
jority of tourists from the United 
States. The grade for part of it was 
built last year and $841,590 is pro- 
vided to finish the grade for a 26- 
mile stretch north from Emerson and 
$1,169,760 to concrete surface the 
grade ®uilt last year. Concrete sur- 
facing of the grade built this year 
will be done in 1950. 


Another major item is $987,650 for 
surfacing part of the Trans-Canada 
highway’ west from Brandon to the 
Saskatchewan boundary. The prov- 
inces are still awaiting word whether 
the Dominion government will make 
any contribution to building ‘the 
Trans-Canada but Manitoba is pro- 
ceeding with its program in any 
event,

The govern- 
ment maintains a reindeer station at 
Aklavik, N.W.T., and hopes to in- 
terest other Eskimos in reindeer 
management, ‘ 


Reindeer were introduced into 
northern Canada in 1935 to provide 
Eskimo and Indians with a. means of 
livelihood iraddition to the northern 
game resources on which they de- 
pend. The animals are a valuable 
source of food and clothing. 


The original herd of 2,370 reindeer 


was established on a selected range |» 


on the east side of the Mackenzie 
delta and in last summer’s roundup 
some 6,600 reindeer weré. counted.

Manitoba Jurists 
To, Wear ~ 
Violet Robes 


WINNIPEG, —-.Judges of Mani- 
toba’s Court of King’s Bench. have 
a “new look.’ 

By a recent decision, judges pre- 
siding over assize courts and all 
criminal and civil trials, including 
divorce petitions, will wear violet 
robes,” similar to those worn. ‘by 
judges of England's high court of 
justice. 

The decision on the new robes was 
made in consultation with judges of 
the high court of justice of Ontario, 
who also will wear violet robes. It 
was thought that in trial courts, at- 
tended by the public, judges should 
appear in more distinctive robes. 

While for toba and Ontario 
the robes may représent a departure. 
from. gustom, , their origin: goes back 
for ieee: Though the color and 
fashion of judicial garb have varied 
somewhat over the last 700 years, 
the robes still show signs” of their 
ecclesiastical beginnings, 

Originally, all judges—and counsel 
appearing before them—were clerics. 
When lay lawyers began. to appear 
before the courts in place of the 
clerics, the original .robes were re- 
tained: 

The deep violet robe is a closely- 
fitting garment resembling a cassock. 
A long black silk stole hangs from 
the shoulders; To the right shoulder 
of the gown is attached a red sash 
about four inches wide, This is re- 
ferred to as the “gun case.” ThHeé-red 
sash. crosses the. chest. diagonally. 

Around the waist is worn a broad 
black silk. girdle which confines the 
sash and silk stole. 

Sleeves of the new robe have cuffs 
of mai silk nine inches deep. -In 
Englan¢ these cuffs are a different 
color for each of four terms. In Can- 
ada,. however, the mauve cuff will 
be worn throughout the year. 

In England the- judges wear wigs 
with violet robes. But wigs will not 
be worn by their colleagues here. 
' Also, the robes worn. by the Canadian 
justices will be of a much lighter 
texture than those. worn in.England. 
Court ‘houses in Canada ‘are- much 
‘warmer, both in winter and summer, 
than those in England. . ~ 

The British house of commons re- 
cently defeated a motion to do*away 
with judicial robes. 


Device Used To 
Detect Faults 
On Power Lines 


NEW YORK—The wartime Snoop- 
erscope, which could “see” a@ man in 
the dark a quarter of a mile away, 
now is being used. to find faults-on 
power transmission lines, 

‘It spotted the enemy by his: body 
heat. The device is super-sensitive 
to invisible heat rays, the infra-red 
rays. It has a.mipror that ‘concen- 
trates these rays onto a heat-sensi- 
tive element, .and:-a signal-told- the 
sniper using: it a man was in the 
sights of his gun. 

The same principle, in a modern 
mechanical detector, spots faults in 
power transmission lines as soon as 
they start, said J. R. Leslie and J. 
R. Wait of the research division, On- 
tario hydro-electric power commis- 
sion. They were reporting to the 
winter meeting of the American In- 
stitute of Electrical Engineers, 
~ Conductor joints start the heat up 
- when a failure occurs. The inspector 
just trains his device at the joints 
along the line.
